Turkeys For 1950

taken to prevent disease. This can 
be done by raising them by the 
confinement method or by range 
which chickens have not used. 

The Farmers Federation has 
worked out a finance plan for fi- 
nancing feed to an experienced 
grower who will raise 500 or more.

Try For 100 Bushels Of Corn 
In 1950 

High production per acre is what 
we need in the mountains of North 
Carolina—100 bushels of corn on 
one acre! Oh Boy! And that is pos- 
sible on rich land and with plenty 
of plants per acre. 

Every county in the mountains 
has a few farmers or farm boys 
who have reached this goal. It is a 
goal within the reach of thousands 
of farmers, perhaps not this year, 
but by working up to it. 

It takes a little time to enrich 
an acre, but in three or four years 
it can be made to yield 100 bushels. 
If you never start, you will never 
make it. So start this year to en- 
rich one acre toward a goal of 100 
bushels.

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RAISING TURKEYS CAN BE PROFITABLE 


Raising turkeys offers a good op 
portunity for many farmers to 
supplement their income. Still oth- 
ers will want to make turkey pro- 


duction their major enterprise. 
Records from 10 South Carolina 
turkey growers in 1946 showed an 
average net profit of $1.70 per 
bird; in 1947, the South Carolina 
records showed an average return 
of $1.75 per bird. The best year for 
turkey growers in history was 1948 
and most made double the 1946 
and 1947 profits. Figures for 1949 
will probably be a little under 
those of 1946 and 1947 

Cost of the poult and feed to 


grow it to market age will take 
from $3 to $5 for each bird. The 
day-old poult will cost between 75 
cents and dollar. Feed may 
vary from $2.25 to $4.50 per bird 
depending on breed, strain of 
breed, management, kind of feed, 
and age at which marketed. Most 
feed companies will finance the 
feed for experienced growers if 
necessary. Cost of buildings, equip- 


one 


ment, and land use, if the range 
system is used, must be added to 
this. New brooder houses of good 
construction cost about one dollar 


per square foot of floor space in 
1949. Since it one square 
foot of floor space per poult for 
brooding the first eight weeks, it 
might be said that brooder houses 
cost one dollar per poult. Poults 
kept in brooder houses longer than 
eight weeks should be allowed one 
and one-half square feet each. Most 
houses built in 1949 were from 20 
to 30 feet wide and from 50 to 250 
feet long. Most had an “A” 
and all had wide doors at both ends

so that a truck or tractor could be 
driven through for cleaning after 
the brooding season. 

Very often some building on the 
farm, or a part of it, can be con- 
verted into a brooder house for 
temporary use at much less cost. 
This might be used for a year, or 
several years, until enough money 
has beén made from turkeys to pay 
for a new house. Where part of a 
building is used, a South or East 
exposure is desirable. Particular 
attention should be paid to having 
a good tight roof, dry floor, plenty 
of light, and good ventilation with- 
out draft. 

Brooder stoves are probably the 
next most costly items and vary 
from $25 to $45 each depending on 
size, make, and kind of fuel used. 
Any stove suitable for brooding 
chicks may be used, as the only 
difference is that poults require 
more space and from five to 10 de- 
grees more heat under the hover. 

The smallest practical size 
to buy would be one with a 
60 inch canopy, which could be 
used for 200 to 275 poults. It would 
really be better to get the 72 inch 
canopy as this could be used for 
325 to 400 poults. It would be ad- 
visable for the beginner to start 
only 250 poults in one group, but 
experienced growers are increas- 
ing this number. The more poults 
in one unit the more difficulty may 
be experienced in piling and 
crowding. Sometimes 1,000 or more 
are brooded in one unit where hot 
water pipes are used just above

About four three feet feeders per 
100 poults are needed for use in 
the brooder house. Five or six 
glass quart jar waterers should be 
used per 100 poults the first few 
weeks. When the poults are two 
weeks old, gradually change to au- 
tomatic fountains. It is a good prac- 
tice to watch the poults to see that 
they begin to eat and drink when 
first placed in the brooder house. 
Sometimes they starve to death; 
so close observation at this period 
may pay good returns. Poults that 
don’t learn otherwise can some- 
times be coaxed into eating and 
drinking by placing bright colored 
marbles in the water and feed; by 
sprinkling cracked yellow corn; us- 
ing rolled oats, or by feeding some 
buttermilk. Often a light bulb sus- 
pended by a drop cord just above 
the feed and water will help. 
Force-feeding the poult with wet 
mash and water may be used as a 
last resort. 

Turkeys are usually taken out of 
the brooder house sometime be- 
tween the ages of six and 12 weeks. 
The balance of their growing time 
they may spend on range or in 











total confinement on wire or slatted 
floors. Birds grown on range with 
good grazing eat less feed and have 
less trouble with breast blisters, 
sore feet, hocks, etc; and equipment 
cost is lower. Birds in total con- 
finement have less blackhead and 
other soil-borne diseases, and there 
would be no loss from foxes and 
dogs. Which system to follow 
would depend on personal choice 
plus the situation on the individual 
farm. 

Where the range system is used, 
one 8 by 12 foot range shelter on 
skids with roosting poles above 
the roof and under the roof could 
be used for 175 birds. Adding a 
10 by 10 foot roosting rack on 
skids when the birds have grown 
will provide additional space to 
take care of a total of 250 birds. A 
range shelter provides protection 
against cold rains when the birds 
first go to range and give much 
needed shade during the summer.

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Garden [Notes

“The sleeping earth’s deep tran- 
quil rest 

Is stirred by vibrant thrills of 
life 

That pass through many a twining 
root, 

Veining her breast.” 


LTHOUGH there may not be 

too many outward signs of re- 
turning life to growing things, we 
know that Spring is not too far off, 
and in order to be ready for its 
feverish activities, we need to start 
making definite plans now for our 
spring garden. Instead of just 
dreaming about the garden-to-be, 
as we did in January while we 
were studying the seed catalogues 
and garden magazines, let us get 
down to reality and make those 
dreams come true. Now is the time 
to get off that seed order you made 
out, as well as the order for new 
roses, shrubs or perennials you plan 
to put in this spring. By waiting 
too late, sometimes the scarcer, 
newer things are sold out. By all 
means give your garden a spring 
face lifting by adding a few of the 
latest introductions you read about 
in the catalogues. In the All Ameri- 
can Winner for 1950, there is only 
one new flower named this year—a 
vivid red Petunia called ‘“Fire- 
chief,”” which has a very high rat- 
ing. There are three vegetable win- 
ners—“Top Crop,”’ bush snapbeans, 
“Uconn,” acorn squash and “Con- 
go,” watermelon. Burpee has a new 
type red Zinnia called ‘“‘Floradale 
Scarlet,"’ which looks interesting. 
Then there are four new roses in 
the All American Rose Selection 
for 1950: “Mission Bells,” a deep 
salmon pink hybrid tea; “Capis- 
trano,” a rose pink; ‘“Sutter’s 
Gold,” a yellow with copper veins, 
and “Fashion,” a coral pink flora- 
bunda. These are just a few of the 
new things being offered. Of 
course, the experienced gardener 
knows that it is a mistake to take 
each new introduction at its cata- 


logue bold-face value, but neither 
do we want to make the common 
mistake of hanging onto old garden 
plants merely because they are 
old. Often our gardens are cluttered 
up with .obsolete varieties that 
should come out and make room for 
some of the newer hybrids that 
are far superior. 

Quite often during this month, 
as it was in January, there will be 
a break in the weather when there 
will be a few mild sunshiny days 
that will give one the urge to 
get outside. Pruning is just the job 
for days like these, and it can be 
done anytime now that the weather 
permits, starting with the hardiest 
plants and working to the more 
tender ones later. If you have fruit 
trees, start with them first, then 
the other trees and flowering 
shrubs that flower on new growth 
like the Philadelphus or Mockor- 
ange. Those that bloom on last 
year’s growth, such as Forsythia, 
should not be pruned until after 
they have finished flowering. In 
either case, all dead or diseased 
wood should be removed and the 
plants thinned out from the base 
rather than topping them in order 
to retain a more natural shape. 

Pruning requires careful study 
of the plant to be pruned with 
special reference to its habit of 
growth and the location of its flow- 
er buds. It should be done a little 
each year, rather than let the 
plants get out of control. However, 
if any shrub has been allowed to 
grow too large and has to be prun- 
ed severely, very early spring is 
the best time for drastic pruning. 

The hardy Hydrangea is one 
shrub that should have last year’s 
growth pruned back before bloom- 
ing time. Cut it back to within one 
or two eyes of the old wood and 
encourage the young growth at the 
base by removing dead and di- 
seased wood. 

Lilacs should have the old flower

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Let’s Talk Turkey 
About This Threat To Your Welfare 


Some time ago the anti-trust lawyers from Washington brought suit to put A&P 
out of business. 


They asked the court to order us to break up our stores into seven groups and sell 
each group to new owners; to sell our factories to still other new owners; to dis- 
band the Atlantic Commission Company ; and to close all our central buying offices, 
including the National Meat Department, the National Dairy Department and the 
National Egg and Poultry Department.

The Farm Bureau Federation, at its recent annual convention in Chicago, 
adopted a resolution that did not specifically refer to the A&P suit, but con- 
demned current interpretations of the anti-trust laws. The resolution said in 
part: 


“Regulations should not be used to eliminate the possibility of integrated systems 
that are efficient and competitive. Such systems have the possibility of bringing 
about a badly-needed reduction in the margins that now exist between the pro- 
ducers and consumers of many items.” 


The reason farmers are taking a stand against this suit is because they recognize 
that it is a threat to their welfare; a threat to all agriculture; and a threat to our 
national economy.

A&P is the largest and most efficient distributor of farm 
products.

heads cut off, and suckers removed 
from around the base. They, as well 
as other shrubs, should be inspect- 
ed for scale and, during this warm 
period, sprayed with one of the oil 
sprays designed for that purpose. 

Roses and Buddleias should not 
be pruned until all danger of 
freezing weather is over. 

During a warm, sunny interval, 
the evergreens would appreciate 
having the hose turned on them to 
wash off the soot which gathers 
during the winter. 

Attention, too, may be given the 
lawn at this time when weather 
permits, by feeding and sowing 
grass seed when the grass is dry. 
If weeds are present, apply 2, 4-D 
weed killer. This work may be 
continued in March, but the sooner 
grass gets started in the spring, the 
better it will be. 

Sweetpeas should be planted as 
soon as the ground can be worked. 
In sowing them, make a trench at 
least 15 inches deep and put rotted 
manure in bottom. Then add six 
inches of soil. Plant about three or 
four inches deep and as peas come 
up, gradually fill in trench. 


Cold frames and hotbeds should 
be put in order for early March 
sowing. If you do not have a per- 
manent frame, you might investi- 
gate new plant forcers being shown 
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at the garden shops that can be 
put up anywhere and taken down 
and stored when not in use. 

I have mentioned a number of 
outdoor jobs for those spring-like 
days. One word of warning though; 
don’t be in too great a hurry to un- 
cover or start planting, for you 
may be reasonably sure of more 
freezing weather ahead. 

However, if you have the urge to 
plant something and have the prop- 
er surroundings, you may start 
some seeds of the slower growing 
annuals such as Petunias, snap- 
dragons and verbenas indoors the 
last part of the month. This, how- 
ever, requires the utmost care and 
attention, and many are so dis- 
couraged with their failures that 
they prefer to wait until March 
and plant outside in the cold 
frames. 

During the wintry days of this 
month you may take out your gar- 
dening urge on your house plants, 
which at this time of year begin 
to show signs of needing a mid- 
winter pick-up. They will appreci- 
ate a good washing or spraying to 
remove dust and possible insect 
pests, and a regular feeding once 
a week. Some may need repotting 
if crowded, or if they are not doing 
well. Plants such as coleus, begonia, 
and geraniums that have grown too 
tall and lanky should be topped 
and new cuttings put in sand to 
root for use later in the porch 
boxes.

ABOUT TED WILCOX 

Mr. Wilcox, whose farm is at 
Tryon, is a genius in poultry 
breeding.

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Poultry Breeding For High Egg Production

work with, just as much as does 
the manufacturer who builds a 
more efficient tractor or other 
piece of farm machinery. With 
poultry, this means a bird which 
will produce more eggs and meat 
for the same amount of labor and 
feed. 

It is easy to see that there are 
many factors involved when we try 
to breed the most profitable bird 
a farmer can keep. We have to 
breed birds which will live in the 
brooder house, or range, and in the 
laying house. These chicks must 
grow out fast and feather well in 
order to make profitable fryers 
and broilers. Finally, and most im- 
portant, the pullets in the laying 
house must lay a large number of 
big eggs. It has been said that 
“eggs pay the feed bill.’”” Whether 
the poultryman sells commercial 
“eating eggs,” hatching eggs, or 
just keeps a few hens to supply 
his own table, it is impossible to 
make his flock pay unless he gets

sound breeding program should 
take into consideration every char- 
acteristic which will help make 
more money for the man who 
keeps poultry.

many large eggs, are important. 

In order to make progress in a 
program of this kind, we first have, 
to find the superior individuals. We 
keep a careful check on livability in 
the brooder house, on range and in 
the laying house. Each chick is 
weighed and a check is made on

the rate of feathering. The pullets 
are housed and a record is kept of 
the age of each bird when she lays 
her first egg. Each pullet is weigh- 
ed to give us the mature body 
weight. These pullets are trap- 
nested for 365 days after they lay 
their first egg and the eggs are 
weighed three days every month to 
give us the average egg weight for 
the first year of lay. 

After checking every possible 
factor, from the day the chick is 
hatched until she has laid for a 
full year, we can select hens for our 
individual matings. These small 
pens of one male mated to from 12 
to 15 females are the basis of our 
pedigree breeding work. The hens 
are trapnested and each egg is 


marked with the hen number and 
pen number. Each hen’s eggs are 
hatched separately and a wing 
band is placed in the day old 
chick’s wing. With this generation 
the careful selection is started all 
over again. The object is to find 
families of full brothers and 
sisters which give a high average 
in all of the qualities for which 
we are breeding. These males and 
females can then be mated so as to 
correct faults and weaknesses and 
to strengthen the good qualities. 

By these painstaking methods of 
breeding, we have been able to 
raise production per bird in the 
United States from 80 eggs per bird 
in 1930 to around 120 eggs per bird 
in 1949. In our individual strains 
we have made even greater prog- 
ress. The leading production strains 
average up to 240 eggs, or 20 doz- 
en eggs, for each pullet housed in 
the fall. Hen-housed averages are 
based on the number of pullets 
housed and should not be confused 
with hen-day averages which are 
figured on the average number of 
hens in the house each month. It is 
easy to cull carefully and make a 
high hen-day average but the birds 
must really live well and lay well 
to make a high hen-housed aver- 
age. The breeder must develop a 
strain of high producing families 
before he can supply stock which 
will give high hen-housed aver- 
ages. 

When we look back twenty years 
or so, we feel we have made quite 
a bit of progress toward “building 
a better machine for the farmer to 
work with.”

Commercial egg production the 
Most important single factor is the 
type and breeding of the baby 
chicks. There have been developed 
in America two distinct types of 
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Commercial Egg Production Is

poultry: One is a strain used for 
the production of broilers, and the 
other, known as an egg-laying 
strain, is used for egg production. 
The broiler strains are definitely 
not suitable for profitable commer- 
cial egg production because they 
are bred primarily for the produc- 
tion of meat. So be sure that you 
buy baby chicks from an egg-lay- 
ing strain. 


Start with chicks that are bred 
for high egg production. A lot of 
poultry men are licked before they 
start because they buy cheap 
chicks. Cheap chicks do not have 
high production bred into them. It 
is interesting to note that a hen 
laying 100 eggs a year eats about 
nine pounds of feed for each doz- 
en eggs laid. A hen laying 250 eggs 
a year consumes only about four 
and one-half pounds to produce a 
dozen eggs. From this it is easy to 
see that if you have high produc- 
tion you can still make money from 
eggs even when they are selling 
for less than 35 cents per dozen 
with feed costing what it does to- 
day. 


After you have placed your order 
for a good high-producing strain of 


chickens, the next thing to do is 
to get your brooder and brooder 
house ready. The house should be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected. 
The brooder should be run a min- 
imum of 24 hours to be sure it is 
working properly and will main- 
tain the correct temperature. Use 
the manufacturer’s instructions 
concerning the temperature, as dif- 
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Profitable 


Feed a good feed and follow the 
manufacturer’s feeding instruc- 
tions. After the chicks are eight or 
10 weeks old, restricting the 
amount of feed given brings good 
results and will save some feed. 
The birds should have a clean grass 
or clover range on which to run. 


As soon as the pullets begin to 


lay, place nests on the range or in 
the house so that the pullets will

ferent types of brooders are de- 
signed to operate at slightly differ- 
ent temperatures.

become accustomed to laying in 
nests. This will eliminate a lot of 
dirty and broken eggs due to pul- 
lets laying on the floor on or the 
ground.

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house pullets, but I personally 
prefer to allow the pullets to stay 
on range until they are laying 25 
to 30 per cent. 

The next step is to get your lay- 
ing house thoroughly cleaned and 
disinfected before moving your 
pullets from the range. Allow four 
square feet of floor space per bird 
for heavy breeds or three square 
feet per bird for the light breeds, 
such as leghorns. Put clean litter 
on the floor and in the nests. This 
litter may be straw, poor quality 
hay, dry corn stalks cut fine, dry 
shavings, dead broom sedge, or 
any of the commercial litters such 
as Servall. Sawdust or sand does 
not make good litter. Start with 
three or four inches on the floor, 
and as the pullets break this up, 
add new litter on top of the old. 
Continue this process until the 
floor is covered to a depth of six 
or eight inches. If this is not allow- 
ed to become damp it will last the 
entire laying year without chang- 
ing. 

Feed these pullets a good mash 
and grain ration using lots of oats 
in the grain part of the ration. A 
good general rule is to follow the 
feed manufacturer’s directions as 
closely as possible, but you will 
have to learn from experience to 
balance the amount of grain fed to 
the condition of the birds. In other 
words, if your pullets are getting 
too fat, cut down on the amount of 
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crease the amount of grain. There 
is no cut and dried rule for feeding 
that the poultryman can follow. 
Feeding the correct portion of grain 
to mash is something the poultry- 
man will have to learn from ex- 
perience. Every different pen or 
flock of pullets on your place may 
have to be fed differently to get 
maximum egg production. This one 
factor alone can make you a good 
poultryman or a bad one. Keep 
grit, oyster shell, and water before 
the birds at all times. 

Another important factor is cull- 
ing. I have had lots of folks ask, 
“When is the best time to cull 
chickens?” My answer is always, 
“Every day in the year.” Start cull- 
ing when you put chickens under 
the brooder. Keep culling through 
the brooding period and the 
laying period until you sell them as 
old hens. 

It is possible to keep the amount 
of labor required to look after a 
flock down to a minimum by ar- 
ranging nests and feeders in con- 
venient locations so as to cut down 
the number of steps necessary to 
accomplish poultry house chores. 
Don’t carry water in buckets to 
chickens. It takes too much time. 
At a small expenditure of money 
water can be piped into the chicken 
house. 

Lights are an absolute necessity 
to profitable commercial egg pro- 
duction. Give your hens a 13 or 14

winter. Morning lights are prefer- 
red by most poultrymen, but don’t 
change the time that the lights are 
turned on from day to day. Pick 
out a certain time for lights to be 
turned on by a clock or time switch 
and stick to that time or you may 
throw your hens out of production. 
Lights will not materially increase 
the number of eggs your hens will 
lay in a year, but it will give you 
more eggs during the fall and win- 
ter when the prices are high. 

Produce infertile eggs. It is a 
waste of money to feed roosters if 
you are a commercial egg producer. 
Gather eggs at least three times a 
day in wire baskets so they can cool 
quickly. Place these baskets in a 
cool, damp cellar. Grade and case 
them the following day. By follow- 
ing this procedure and marketing 
often you will have good quality 
eggs to sell on your market. It is 
bad business to sell dirty eggs or 
eggs that are not fresh. Housewives 
do not like these.

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Opportunities For Broiler Growing In W. N.C. Section 


By ROBERT HOWARD

The production of commercial 
broilers is the simple process of 
converting feed into poultry meat 
in a relatively short time. 

This involves, however, the most 
exact scientific methods in the 
manufacture of feeds to be con- 
verted into poultry meat; the best 
of breeding behind broiler chicks; 
good, but not expensive equipment, 
and, most important of all, the 
personal interest of an informed 
grower to see that the birds have 
good management. 

In certain areas of our country 
broiler production has become a 
main cash income. This has come 
about through years of experience 
and learning and has developed in 
spite of many hardships, hazards 
and the conflict between feed and 
meat prices. 

Competition within broiler pro- 
duction has caused the margin on 
each chick to be low. This means 
that a successful grower has to 
produce broilers in large numbers 
or his income is so small that little 
is realized for his labor and time. 

Our most successful broiler pro- 
ducers build houses 20 to 24 feet 
wide and as long as they desire for 
the number of birds to be raised. 
Usually no partition is put in the 
houses, but a stove is put up for 
each 500 chicks. One square foot of

floor space per bird has been most 
satisfactory, and one automatic 
waterer is furnished for each 500 
chicks. Shavings are usually used 
for litter, although there are other 
satisfactory materials manufac- 
tured for this purpose. 

Litter is put in the house and 
spread evenly before the chicks 
arrive. Stoves are lighted one day 
before the chicks arrive in order 
to create an even temperature and 
see that all stoves are working 
satisfactorily. Each stove is pro- 
vided with a ring around it of cor- 
rugated paper or narrow poultry 


wire about four feet from the edge 
of the hover. This safety ring is 
allowed to remain only a few days. 
The litter inside the ring is cov- 
ered with newspapers and feed for 
the first two days. This feed should 
be fine chick scratch or finely 
cracked corn. When the ring is re- 
moved, the papers are taken out. 
On the third day broiler mash is 
placed in baby chick feeders 
which are distributed throughout 
the broiler house. For a few days, 
the feeders can be moderately full, 
but after one week they are filled 
only half full to prevent waste. 


For the first few weeks, water is 
provided in the familiar fruit jar 
fount, using half-gallon fruit jars. 
Automatic waterers or gravity wa- 
ter flowing through a trough in the 
house is provided after three 
weeks. It is important that plenty 
of water be kept before the birds 
at all times in clean waterers. The 
carrying of water is such a job 
that automatic waterers are recom- 
mended in all cases of more than 
1,000 chicks. 

Broiler mash is kept before the 
birds at all times until they are 
sold, and is sometimes supplement- 
ed with a small amount of cracked 
corn just before finishing fryers. 
Fryers are birds weighing more 
than 2.65 pounds average. With 
good management, good chicks and 
correct feed, one pound of chicken 
will be produced for each three 
pounds of feed consumed. Granite 
grit is supplied the birds at all 
times in order that feed utilization 
will be better. Additional feeds or 
tonics are not usually needed to 
produce quality broilers, although 
individual cases may require them 
at times. 

A good broiler house can be 
built on many farms at little ex- 
pense with most of the materials

taken from the farm. Construction 
may be done with farm labor or 
unskilled labor. Cases are reported 
to us in which costs of construction 
were less than 100 dollars per 
1,000 bird capacity, and these hous- 
es were built to last several years. 
One man we know built his houses 
of rocks found on the farm at a 
cost of less than 25 dollars per 
house. 

Equipment costs are less than 50 
dollars per 1,000 birds and good 
equipment will last for years. More 
expensive houses are sometimes in 
order and in any case construction 
should be such that the house will 
last. 

We believe production fits in well 
to our type of farming, inasmuch as 
our individual acreage is small and 
we usually have additional time 
on our hands that we can use prof- 
itably. Four groups of broilers may 
be grown out each year and this 
work usually interferes very little 
with the regular farm operations. 

One of the values of broiler pro- 
duction most often overlooked is 
the high quality fertilizing material 
from the litter of broilers. Poultry 
droppings, with a little 20 per cent 
or 46 per cent phosphate, is the most 
nearly perfect fertilizing material 
that can be produced. The fertility 
of the farm improves rapidly where 
one grows broilers. 

Bearing in mind that with erratic 
market conditions it is impossible 
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to always profit by each group of 
broilers, it is still a sound financial 
venture on a year around basis. 
Much poultry meat is imported for 
consumption in our area and the 
profits which these growers make 
in other areas can readily be had 
by you in this enterprise. Details 
of our growing plans are available 
to everyone. 

Following are the _ simplified 
short rules to assure efficient broil- 
er production. 

Broiler Production 

Allow never less than two-thirds 
of a square foot of floor space per 
bird. One square foot is better. 

Cover floor with at least one 
inch of shavings or one-half inch 
Servall or oat hulls. 

Allow adequate ventilation but 
keep free from drafts. 

Cover litter with paper for about 
four feet from edge of canopy for 
starting and encircle this area with 
material so chicks cannot get too 
far from heat. 

Sprinkle fine chick grains and 
fine granite grit on paper when 
chicks are put out and throughout 
the following day. 

Beginning on third day, feed on- 
ly broiler mash. Feed in small 
feeders and for a few days keep 
feeders full. After this keep feeders 
only half full to prevent waste. 

Remove encirclement of canopy 
and paper from litter on about the 
fourth day. 


Change to larger feeders when 
birds are able to get feed from 
them; usually about four to five 
weeks. 


One automatic waterer will sup- 
ply 400 birds with water. Birds can 
not drink from automatic waterers 
until two to four weeks of age. 
Use one fruit jar fount per 100 
birds. If using five gallon water 
founts throughout the growing 
period, two for each hundred birds 
will save watering so often. 


Baby chicks need at least two 
two-feet chick feeders per hun- 
dred. Two four-feet or four two- 
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feet feeders are better. 

Change to large feeders at three 
to five weeks and use about four 
four-feet feeders per one hundred 
birds. 

Provide adequate ventilation at 
all times, but avoid drafts. The 
common fault at all times, particu- 
larly in cold weather, is too little 
air. Dampness on the walls and wet 
litter is the result. 

Allow no feed except broiler 
mash. Some feeders insist on feed- 
ing grain. Never feed grain after 
first two days. If corn must be fed, 
allow it only with broiler mash the 
last week before selling.

1. Enlarges the spiritual horizons 
of the soul. 

2. Educates toward and devel- 
ops a greater appreciation of Chris- 
tian Stewardship as exemplified in 
the Scriptures. 

3. Gives greater economic sup- 
port which has been and still is a 
major rural church problem. 

4. Gives the pastor a new point 
of contact and opportunity of 
spiritual cultivation in his visita- 
tion program. 

As Director of the Henry County 
Larger Parish, I believe that the 
Lord’s Acre plan is definitely one 
way God has of developing rural 
resources and making Himself real 
to the farmer.

Farm Projects Lead Workers 
To Attend Church 

Ionia Evangelical United Breth- 
ren Church is completing its sec- 
ond year of Lord’s Acre work. We 
are the only church in a commun- 
ity of more than 500 people.

Two Biblical Practices 

Greatly Aid Negro Churches 

Ten years have passed since the 
Lord’s Acre and Scripture-Prayer 
plans were first introduced into Ca- 
tawba Synod. Belfonte Church in 
Harrisburg, N. C. was the first 
church to open its doors for a trial 
of the plans. This church is one of 
the oldest churches in the Synod, 
dating back to 1866. In its early 
years it was strong and flourishing, 
but like so many large rural chur- 
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ches in the South, it began to de- 
cline when the heavy migration of 
Negroes to the North and West set 
in. 

The Lord’s Acre plan, coupled 
with the Scripture-Prayer plan, 
came as a stimulating shot in the 
arm to this old historic church, and 
every year since introducing the 
plans there have been visible 
signs of rehabilitation. First there 
has been a decided improvement 
in the physical plant, the acquir- 
ing of additional ground for rec- 
reational activities, and the making 
of plans for the erection of a com- 
munity or parish house. 

Along with the improvement of 
the physical surroundings, there 
has been a corresponding improve- 
ment of the program of the church 
and the type of service it is rend- 
ering to the community. No longer 
is it a place where just a few dis- 
couraged people meet twice a 
month for a preaching service, but 
various groups in the church spon- 
sor two or more meetings at the 
church each week. Then there has 
been an improvement in the spirit- 
ual life of the church; the giving 
to the local support and benevo- 
lence causes has steadily increased 
since the introduction of these 
plans. 

During 1949 there were ten new 
churches added to the list, and 
the outlook for 1950 is still brighter. 

After ten years of experience, it 
is our testimony that the Lord’s 
Acre plan and the Scripture-Pray- 
er plan have more than proved 
their worth. We heartily commend 
them to the churches that have 
not tried them.

Thus concludes an important study of the country 
church. On the other hand, “The greatest failure of the church 
is the failure of the individual member to assume responsibility”. 
So declares one of the greatest missionaries 
of our time after a year’s visit to churches 
over America. 
It was the Master Teacher Himself who 
taught the necessity of sacrificial work as a 
condition of Christian discipleship in His 
commandment, “Seek ye first the Kingdom 
of God and his righteousness”, and in many 
other teachings. 
These three statements, culminating in 
Jesus’ commandment, tell us of the imper- 
ative necessity for striving to engage all 
church and Sunday school members, and 
adherents of churches, in a working steward- 
Mr. Clarke ship for Christ’s Cause. Clearly, to neglect 
to bring about such a participation of the entire congregation is a 
serious failure for the present and future life of the Church. 

There is no adequate substitute for the Lord’s Acre plan for 
the development of an all-inclusive, working stewardship in the 
country church. This conclusion has been reached again and 
again in many important commissions on stewardship.

And it offers projects of all kinds to be 
rightly included in the program—field, garden and stock projects, 
sewing projects, other constructive work projects, and the Lord's 
Hour project. This program alone offers a practical opportunity 
for the stewardship activity of the majority of the children and
